war. 
The general view of the Socialists, 
it is said, is that Alsace and lajrraine 
should belong to neither Fmuee nor 
Germany, but should be autonomous 
The argument Is that if France re­ 
captures the provinces a rankling for 
vengeance would be held by a large 
part of the population, which, it is 
asset ted, does not desire to be gov­ 
erned by the French and that, there­ 
fore, the situation would be as bad as 
ever. 
It is reported that the great Fast 
Prussian land owners are trying to 
treat for peace w|th Russia, owing to 
feurs that their property will suffer, 
but the Socialists are said to have ex 
pressed the opinion that the prospects 
of a durable peace are more likely 
through an arrangement of terms by 
Germany with France and England 
and hv evacuating Belgium. 
W ith reference to the Dardanelles 
it is declared that the German Social­ 
ists believe that it will not be feasible 
to internationalize or neutralize the 
straits until a united states of Europe 
has been formed. 
They assert that 
the futility of neutrality already has 
been shown. 
The Socialists of Germany assert 
that it will be impossible to starve 
Germany, but express the belief that 
the war can not continue much long* 
in consequence of the disastrous of 
feet on the economic conditions of all 
the countries engaged.

The Rural Carrier Has Plenty to do, 
and Hu Job is Not as Much 
of a Snap as Supposed 
The rural mail carrier is again re­ 
ceiving the attention of the postal 
department. 
According to the post­ 
al bulletin ail rural carriers will in 
the future be equipped with a parcel 
post scale, maps, guides and furnished 
with a supply of insurance and C. O. 
D. tags. 
The postal bulletin carries orders 
that th e rural carrier be in strm tid 
to accept 
parcels for insurance or 
collection on delivery as they are a” 
ccpied from patrons a t the post of 
flee. The patrons of the rural routes 
are to receive the same service which 
Is aecorded to the people who patron 
i/o th. city postolfiee. The rural car 
ricrs will Issue the coupon receipts 
dir» <*t to the senders of such parcels 
at the time the articles are received. 
Few people realize the multitude of 
duties which the rural e a rr h r per­ 
forms in the course of 
the

v*( rk. According to the post ii rules

regulations,

I ncle Sam calls upon The rural c a r­ 
rier to perform, the man who takes 
the news to the country has other 
duties of courtesy and obligation to 
perform. 
He is often the connecting link be­ 
tween the city and the country when 
the roads a r e bad in the winter time 
and 
he gives out the 
n e w s 
as he 
makes his rounds. 
(He is usually fa 
miliar 
with 
the 
happenings along 
his route aa a good policeman is with 
fhr life of his “ beat.” 
He tell* of 
tlie babies born and often «time* tie 
Is the first to speak» of a death. 
I Ms appearance is one of the lm 
jwirtant daily event* of the day in 
the country household, for he brings 
the mall and news of th»* busy eitie* 
and the trade markets of 'the world 
and often lim*s he bears tidings of 
dear on»*s far away, or silently d< 
livers the black-bordered envelope, 
A parcel -post scale* will now lie ad 
ded to the equipment, which this busy 
man must carry.

After an Inspection of the Brainerd 
office some week« ago, during which 
tin»« the condition of the mail service 
from the local office win thoroughly 
gone over, a report wa« m a d e to the 
department 
recommending

continuance of the 7 : 1 5 p. m. eollcc 
tIon by the inspector, in «plte of the 
protest oM 'ostm a ter Dunn, who un 
(ierntandK full w< li the convenience of 
this service to t h e Irusiness m* n of 
the city. 
In accordance with the inspector'« 
recommendation the department has 
ordered the postmaster fo notify th» 
public of the change and to put it In 
for« «* commencing Monday next. 
The 
mail in future will be collected by 
« harles 
Risk, 
who ha* 
received 
a 
temporary appointment until July I, 
at 6 : 1 S p. m. 
This is an hour eartter 
than at pretrtrnt and while the depart 
m»*nt contends that this is excellent 
service and that the change of an 
hour will not materially discommode 
the business interests, It will have 
the effect of forcing the d«»po«it of 
mail at t/h»* clow* of the day's bust- 


w m ad the hotels or in the railway 
mail box at the <M‘!>ot and the scrviee 
will not be as good or ks mtiHfactory 
as it has been during the past three 
years under which arangements bus­ 
iness rn« n were able to deposit their 
mail for dispatch through the post 
office tip to 7:i "i o'clock in the even­ 
ing.

Session ot Minnesota Legisla­ 


ture Passes Into History. 


APPROPRIATIONS 
ARE 
CUT 


County Option Vies With the Boxing 
Measure for Premier Honor»—Econ­ 
omy and 
Efficiency

Reach a Vote—Railway Commission 
Will Control All Telephone Com­ 
panies.

ami homo adjourned Him* dio. 
The constitution prohibit» ih» on* 
actmont of any law» on Iho final day. 
The big 
crowd 
which 
filled 
the 
house gallery 
was disappointed a** 
tho final scone» wore not nearly a» 
spectacular or 
riotous 
an 
in 
past 
years. 
In the senate the last session wan 
not marked by any unusual features. 
A largo number of bill» of minor im­ 
portance were passed and tho only 
flurry came when Henator F. II. Peter- 
«on tried to got through the house hill 
ext» tiding the law limiting the hours 
of employment for women to apply to 
rhe whole state Instead of the three 
large cities. 
Henator (leorge II. Hul- 
llvan applied the brakes and a mo­ 
tion to suspend the rule» was de­ 
cisively defeated. 
The legislature which has complet­ 
ed Its labors pass-d hut few impor­ 
tant laws. 
County option vied with 
the boxing bill for premier honors. 
Appropriations 
were 
reduced 
more 
than $1.000,000 from the 1913 rword, 
tlii' state revenue fund levy was re­ 
duced nearly 1 mill and the rural 
««bool 
aid 
was 
decreased 
despite 
house opposition. 


Never Came to a Vote. 
The economy and efficiency bill, for 
the reorganization of the state sys­ 
tem of 
civil 
administration, never 
came to a vote and the report of the 
public education commission author­ 
ized by the 1913 legislature and rec­ 
ommending a reorganization of the 
state common school system was en- 
tirely ignored. 
Henator .lames A. (’arley’s resolu­ 
tion for a special commission of leg­ 
islators to study the civil administra 
tion problem und report in 1 :* 17 was 
carried in the house and a $2,000 ap­ 
propriation made. 
This Is the only 
result of the protracted reorganiza­ 
tion agitation. 
The Minette Burrows telephone law 
giving control of all tele phone com* 
panics in the state to the railroad 
and warehouse commission was tho 
only advance' legislation us to public 
utilities. 
Several constitutional amendments 
were submitted, among them the in­ 
itiative and referendum, hut a large 
number 
of 
hills 
profmslng 
amend­ 
ments were killed. 
The 1915 legislature cost tho tax­ 
payers of Minnesota exactly $300,- 
139.ss When ail hills are paid. Includ­ 
ing expense accounts and final cler­ 
ical work, the total will he increased 
by several thousand dollars, 
Credits available for legislative ex­ 
penses were 
$320,919.65, 
of 
which 
$321,000 was appropriated at the be­ 
ginning of the session. Tho balance 
restored l\y tho state auditor from the 
1913 
appropriation 
was 
$4.82,5.85, 
while 
there 
were 
refundments 
of 
$93.80. 
The hill prohibiting the affiliation 
of the University of Minnesota with 
the Mayo foundation was not reported 
out in the house and did not become 
a law. There now is nothing to pre­ 
vent the board of regents of tho uni­ 
versity from making any agreement It 
desires with the Mayo trustees.

St. Paul, April 22.—The thirty-ninth 
session of tin* .Minnesota legislature 
passed into history when the senate 
and house adjourned sine die. 
The constitution prohibits the en­ 
actment of any laws on the final day. 
The big 
crowd 
which 
filled 
the 
house gallery 
was disappointed as 
the final scenes were not nearly as 
spectacular or 
riotous 
as 
in 
past 
years. 
In the senate tile lust session was 
not marked by any unusual features. 
A large number of bills of minor im­ 
portance were passed and the only 
flurry came when Senator F. Ii. Peter­ 
son tried to get through the house hill 
extending the law limiting the bourn 
of employment for women to apply to 
the whole state instead of tin* three 
large cities. 
Senator George II. Sul­ 
livan applied the brakes and a mo­ 
tion to suspend the rules was de­ 
cisively defeated. 
Tho legislature which has complet­ 
ed Its labors passed but few impor­ 
tant laws. 
County option vied with 
the boxing bill for premier honors. 
Appropriations 
were 
reduced 
more 
than $1,0(10,OOO from the KUH record, 
the state revenue fund levy was re­ 
duced nearly J mill and the rural 
school 
aid 
was 
decreased 
despite 
bouse opposition. 


Never Came to a Vote. 


The economy und efficiency bill, for 
the reorganization of the state sys­ 
tem of 
civil 
administration, never 
came to n vote and the report of the 
public education commission author­ 
ized by the 1913 legislature aud rec­ 
ommending a reorganization of the 
stute common school system was en­ 
tirely ignored. 
Senator .lames A, Farley's resolu­ 
tion for a special commission of leg­ 
islators to study the civil administra­ 
tion problem and report in KMT was 
carried In the house and a $2,OOO ap­ 
propriation made, 
This Is the only 
result of the protracted reorganiza­ 
tion agitation. 
Tho Minette-Hiirrows telephone law 
giving control of all telephone com­ 
panies In the state to tho railroad 
and warehouse commission was the 
only advance legislation as to public 
utilities. 
Several constitutional amendments 
were submitted, among them the in­ 
itiative and referendum, but a large 
number of 
bills 
prologing 
amend­ 
ments were killed. 
The KMG legislature cost the tax­ 
payers of Minnesota exactly 
$300.- 
KIU.SS. When all hills are paid, includ­ 
ing expense accounts and iinul cler­ 
ical work, the total will be increased 
by several thousand dollars. 
Credits available for legislative ex­ 
penses were 
$325,919.65, 
of 
which 
fit21,OOO was appropriated at the be­ 
ginning of the session. Tho balance 
restored by the state auditor from th** 
UMH 
appropriation 
was 
$4,825.85. 
while 
there 
were 
refundments 
of 
193.80. 
The hill prohibiting the affiliation 
of the University of Minnesota with 
the Mayo foundation was not report**'! 
out in the house and did not become 
a law. There now is nothing to pre­ 
vent the board of regents of the uni­ 
versity from making any agreement it 
desires with the Mayo trustees.
